To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to defray town charges. 

Sixth. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to repair highways and bridges and ‘rail dangerous places 
along the highways. 

Seventh. To see if the town will appropriate fifty doftare 
to Stark Fellows Post. 

Eighth. To see if the town will choose an agent to take 
charge of the cemetery funds, and expend the income accord- 
ing to the bequests and make an itemized report of the same 
to the selectmen annually. 

To-see if the town will vote to extend the street 
lights from where they now are in North Weare Village to the 
foot of Baker’s hill.

come before the meeting, and raise any required sum of money 
for the purpose.
